The Red Cross Bloodmobile Unit 
will visit the Electronic Specialty Com¬ 
pany plant on December 13 from 1:30 
P.M. to 7 P.M. The unit will set up 
their operation in the Portland Divi¬ 
sion cafeteria; a station wagon will 
transport donors from our cafeteria 
to the Portland Division cafeteria, and 
back on the return trip. 

The American National Red Cross 
supplies more than half of the nation’s 
blood needs. The Red Cross recruits 
the donors; collects blood, processes 
it and stores it; and distributes the 
blood and blood products to hospitals 
and physicians, who in turn administer 
them to patients. 

Blood is vital to life, and a gift of 
blood is perhaps the most precious gift 
one person can bestow upon another. 

Emergency Blood needs are like 
automobile accidents or serious ill¬ 
ness — they always seem to happen 
to someone else. But they can happen 
to any of us. Every day emergency 
blood needs for the ill and injured are 
filled.

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Safety Committee 
Meets, Reports 

The Electronic Division Safety Com¬ 
mittee met recently to review progress 
and to discuss future activities. Led by 
Chairman Marv Whitney the members 
in attendance were Durward Bennett, 
Bob Cummings, Bob McDonald, Walt 
Justice, Joe Kohler, Clint Neff, Clair 
Nelson, Maurice Olson, Harry Swenby, 
and Merle Triplett. 

Marve reported that since the last 
meeting the plant was subjected to an 
inspection tour by the Fire Depart- 
ment, and was cited for two safety 
hazards. The fact that they really 
had to hunt and found only two in¬ 
dicated that the committee is doing 
a good job - but could do better, 
because we should have found and cor¬ 
rected them first. 

Two films were presented; the first 
was an animated lesson on how to 
avoid falls, which kill thousands of 
people yearly. The preventives: watch 
where you are stepping, don’t hurry 
up or down stairs, use scaffolding or 
ladders strong enough to support you, 
and don’t over-reach or risk losing 
your balance. 

'The second film depicted a bakery 
employee who refused to take the 
safety rules and precautions serious¬ 
ly, and wound up losing a hand in 
the bread slicer. In the discussion 
which followed we attempted to analyze 
the reasons for such behavior and ex¬ 
plore ways to recognize and convert 
such employees to an awareness of the 
need for safe conduct. 

Some results of the Safety Com¬ 
mittee’s action can now be seenaround 
the plant. The locations of the main 
riser shut-off valves to the sprinkler 
system have been labeled, and fire ex¬ 
tinguisher locations have been number¬ 
ed and logged as an aid to returning 
each extinguisher to its proper rack. 

Remember - Safety is everyone’s 
job. Watch for safety hazards or un¬ 
safe practices, and report them to 
your supervisor, or use the Sug¬ 
gestion Box.
